Lower Special Exhibition Area: FAIRFIELD PORTER (1907-1975): 

REALIST PAINTER IN AN AGE OF ABSTRACTION. More than 70 oil paintings 
make up this major touring retrospective organized by the Museum 
of Fine Arts, Boston. Many of Porter’s landscapes and portraits 
of his family and friends are included, all testifying to his concern 
with light and color in his work. December 31 is last day. 

Classroom Level Exhibition Area: THE FIGURE: DE KOONING TO WARHOL. 

Andy Warhol, Roy Lichtenstein, Alex Katz, Richard 
Diebenkorn, and Willem de Kooning are some of the artists whose 
paintings and prints are included in this educational exhibition 
organized to complement the special exhibition of works by 
Fairfield Porter.

Gallery A (adjacent to Bookstore): HIGHLIGHTS OF THE ROCOCO:
